3. A copy of any formal agency procedures, manuals or guide- 
lines for implementing the Act and the related regulations. 
If there are no formal documents, briefly describe current 
agency practices in implementing the Act.

Executive agencies to give notice of their husines^ 
meetings and open them to public observation unless they 
must be closed for any of ten specific reasons. If the 
agency finds that the public interest requires, it mus, 
open its meeting to public observation even if there 
a reason to close it. The samereasons which permit 
Executive agencies to close their meetings also per 
advisory committees to close theirs. 

To evaluate compliance with this Act, 1 have asked the 
Director of the Office of Management and Budget to record 
the number of meetings subject to the Act, _° state 

those meetings are open or closed, and if c informa- 

the reason for closing them. He will pass this informa 
tion along to me and to the Congress recommending "* a ^ver 
actions may be appropriate to meet the spirit as well 
the letter of the law.
